A griculture D epartm ent fig­ 
ures show a 12-month general 
food p rice increase o f 7.8 per 
cent for the year that ended in 
S eptem b er. 
B u tz said most of th e 1976 


in crease w ill be associated with 
in creased processes in d istrib u ­ 
tion c o st rather than in creased 
costs 
a t 
the farm le v e l. 
He 
attacked the concentration of 
power “ in the hands of a few 
in d ivid u als” who affect ag ricu l 
tural p o lic ie s. 
"We, h a v e some labor lead ers 
that c a n shut the nation dow n 
Take th e man who h ea d s the 
T ea m sters Union, for e x a m p le.

Mandatory Sentence 


Fighting crime is everyone’s responsibility, b ut 
especially that ot law enforcement officers. 
The Indiana Sheriff’s Association, as well as o th er 
law enforcement groups, are presently advocating 
legislation which could severely penalize crim inals 
who use firearms in the commission of crimes. 
The legislation, which is pending in the upcoming 
Indiana General Assembly, would m ak e it a separate 
crim inal offense to use a firearm during a felony. 
The bill would provide for a m inimum term of 
imprisonment of th re e years with no eligibility for 
parole prior to serving such m inim um sentence for 
using the firearm. In addition, the three-year term 
could not be served concurrently w ith the other in ­ 
cluded offense. 
This bill is im portant for several reasons and should 
be given very careful consideration and passage. 
F irst of all, it shows a definite step in the rig h t 
direction in fighting crime. The implementation of 
such a law and then strict enforcem ent of it would 
serve as a deterrent in many cases where a person 
was contemplating (ne commission of a crime. 
The threat of a m inim um three-year jail term upon 
conviction would sw ay the m ihas'ot m any crim inals 
in a society today w here there is a tendency to believe 
that felons “get off” with light sentences or a m ere 
“slap on the wrist. 
While the bill probably will not serv e as a m ajor 
curb to growing crim inal statistics, it may prevent 
the senseless death o r wounding of victim s of crim es. 
This approach definitely shows a sensible approach 
to fighting crime. The threat of mandatory im ­ 
prisonm ent is justified by the fact th at the convicted 
felon had the gun in his possession and could have 
caused bodily harm to the victim. T his disregard for 
others cannot be tolerated in any society. 


Another im portant aspect of the bill is that it is one 
way of providing workable gun control. 


This method affects only the crim inal firearm user. 
M any other gun control proposals have been too all- 
encompassing to be either practical or desirable. 


W hile this bill is not a solution to the problem of 
growing crime, it is a step in the rig h t direction—one 
that both law enforcem ent officers and other citizens 
should support.

Fortunately, the frequency of 
these infections are modified 
and

I must again remind all my 
readers that a “Vaccination 
Month” must be converted to 
“Vaccination Twelve Months.”

New York City unwittingly 
gave the 
nation a striking 
example on how not to govern 
and keep the public books. 
The fiscal crisis revealed a 
decade of excessive spending, 
huge deficits, inflated revenues, 
generous 
wage and pension 
contracts and outright decep­ 
tion. 
But it also focused attention 
on the m any cities and states 
that have maintained a solid 
hold on their finances. 
The 
difference between these cities 
and states and New York was 
summed up by South Carolina 
Treasurer Grady Patterson: 
“We simply don’t spend m ore 
money than we take in. We 
believe 
in 
a 
pay-as-you-go 
philosophy and we have always 
lived up to it. State officials 
have always taken the neces­ 
sary action to maintain our 
(credit) rating.” 
South 
Carolina is one 
of 
several states and cities with 
AAA municipal bond ratings 
issued by Moody’s Investment 
Service or Standard & Poor’s. 
A high rating has become a 
point of local pride. 
Oklahoma Gov. David Boren 
noted that Oklahoma has been 
on a “pay-as-you-go system ” 
since 1941 and uses its budget 
surpluses 
to 
pay off 
high 
interest 
debts 
early. 
“Ok­ 


lahoma is a good state to do 
business with because we pay 
our bills prom ptly and some­ 
times early,” he boosted. 
Georgia has a triple-A rating, 
said 
Gov. 
George 
Busbee, 
because of 
“ years of fiscal 
restraint and responsibility.” 
Salt Lake City Mayor Conrad 
B. Harrison cited a balanced 
budget and a refusal to give in 
to fire and police unions on 
“collective bargaining, binding 
arbitration and all that trash.” 
In almost 
every instance, 
cities and states holding high 
credit ratings are prohibited 
from deficit financing by state 
constitutions. 
“The state is not allowed to 
borrow short term ,” explained 
New Jersey’s Deputy Treasu­ 
rer, Clifford G. Goldman “If 
there is a 
money shortage, 
there is an automatic require­ 
ment to cut spending” 
Furthermore, he said, a state 
agency reviews local finances. 
“The division 
dissuades 
or 
prevents cities from undertak­ 
ing risky financing,” Goldman 
said. “This tends to prevent 
imprudent spending.” 
Several states do not allow 
borrowing without approval of 
the voters.

USING A SHADOW boxing 
technique, we are striking at 
illusory goals to enforce ethics 
and morality in public office. 
Much like the Golden Rule, it 
is impossible to outline limits of 
ethical 
conduct 
in 
legal 
language, and impossible to 
legislate. The dictionary defines 
ethics as “the 
principle of 
morality, including both the 
science of the good and the 
nature of the right..the science 
of human character in its ideal 
state.” 
Growing public distrust in the 
wake of Watergate is equating 
ethical 
conduct 
with 
full 
disclosure. It is based upon the 
assumption if the public knows, 
corrective action can be taken 
at the polls or. election day. One 
problem is finding legitimate- 
limits. When does the public’s 
right to know go beyond the 
norm of relevancy and become 
an 
invasion 
of 
personal 
privacy? 
Many knowledgeable public 
officials warn we are rapidly 
reaching that point, with intense 
scrutiny 
of 
p riv ate 
lives 
discouraging com petent in­ 
dividuals from entering public 
service and increasing the 
difficulty of finding qualified 
people to fill jobs. 
INDIANA HAS THREE tools 
currently used in outlining 
ethical conduct in public office. 
Two are antiquated and need to 
be updated. The third enacted in 
1974 and effective at the start of 
this year, is too new to properly 
evaluate. 
First is a 1905 Conflict of 
Interest law, applying to all 
state public officials. An at­ 
torney general’s opinion ap '' 
plying this law resulted in the 
resignation of John Hart from 
the General Assembly. Elected 
in 1969, the builder had been 
chief architect of the Property 
Tax relief package. Invoved in a 
corporation which 
had pur­ 
chased an old hotel across from 
the State House, renovating it 
into modem offices. Hart made 
the mistake of leasing space to 
the state at a competitive rate 
The same ruling was applied 
to 
following 
session 
to a 
Bloomington legislator. 
Indiana prides 
itself upon 
retaining a citizen-legislature, 
although we are rapidly moving 
toward full-time members. In 


today’ complex society, it is 
almost impossible for every 
citizen not to 
have some 
dealings with the state, all of 
which might be interpreted 
“conflict of interest”. Better 
definitions should be inserted 
into the law. 
RECENTLY, STATE officials 
took a close look at a 1915 law 
governing activities of lob­ 
byists. 
Enacted before annual sessions, 
the law is filled with loop-holes 
and is ineffective. 
However, 
under strict interpretation of the 
law, it is doubtful that anyone 
who registers as a lobbyist can 
serve in any governm ental 
capacity, 
including 
ap­ 
pointment on a board or com­ 
mission. 
Letters were sent to com­ 
mission members pointing to 
the felony provisions of the 
lobbying law, and the potential 
conflict. To date, only one 
resignation has been received, 
and it was from a member of the 
S tate Office Building Com­ 
mission. As the deadline ap­ 
proaches for registration of 
lobbyists, more can be ex­ 
pected. 
Strict application of the law 
might deny government the 
expertise of representatives 
from such organizations as 
labor 
unions, 
farm 
organizations, and even the 
C ham ber 
of 
Commerce. 
Attempts to update the lobbying 
laws have failed 
in 
recent 
sessions. The state has had 


annual legislative sessions since 
1971, time enough to bring 
Lobbyist registration laws in 
line with the changed practice. 
The 1974 legislature enacted a 
new ethics law applying to 
legislators and certain state 
officials. Three new ethics 
c o m m i s s i o n s 
w e r e 
established...one 
for 
each 
legislative chamber and a third 
for other elected state officials- 
and 
appointed 
departm ent 
heads. 
UNDER RULES ADOPTED, 
the designated officials were 
required 
to 
file 
annual 
statem ents 
of 
designated 
financial interests. All elected 
officials and department heads 
complied, and reminder letters 
are now being sent. The second 
year is approaching, with need 
to refile new statements. 
There has been a complete 
lack of public interest in the 
inform ation on file. Many 
candidates make a production 
out 
of providing 
personal 
financial date to the press, with 
pointed questions asked and 
answered. In all of the press 
conferences I have attended, I 
have yet to hear the first such 
question directed at Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen by any newsman. 
I have never seen the in­ 
formation which he has on file 
printed in a single newspaper, 
nor has it been requested from 
the 
commission 
by 
any 
reporter. It is a sign of complete 
faith in his ethics which does not 
demand proof.

Ford’s Asian stance freshens 
American policy in light of 
changes since President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon’s Guam Doctrine 
of 1969. 
It discloses no bold, new, 
departures in U.S. diplomacy 
but rather emphasizes determi­ 
nation to uphold commitments 
and seek peace in the post- 
Indochina war period. 
The Nixon policy declared the 
United States was not prepared 
to shoulder the battles of small 
Asian 
nations 
as 
it 
had 
attempted in Korea and Viet­ 
nam. But it promised a nuclear 
shield, and m aterial assistance 
to American friends if they 
requested it. 
Using that point of departure, 
the Ford Doctrine reasserts 
U.S. 
interest 
in 
peace and 
stability in the Pacific Basin 
where the United States has 
m ilitary outposts, substantial 
investments, and long-term ties 
with countries like the Philip­ 
pines, Japan and Korea. 
But Ford also said the United 
States would “reciprocate ges­ 
tures 
of 
good 
will” 
from 
Cambodia and 
Vietnam. He 
noted with appreciation the 
re tu rn 
of bodies 
of 
U.S. 
military personnel by North 
Vietnam. 
Similarly, Ford stressed U.S. 
determination 
to 
normalize 
relations with Communist China 
—a diplomatic effort Nixon and 
Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger set in motion. 
Ford 
also 
took 
pains 
to 
emphasize the importance to 
the United States of relations 
with Japan, which were severe­ 
ly jolted by Nixon’s decision to 
go to Peking in 1972.

Probate Study Commission and 
president of the Indiana Mason­ 
ic Foundation. 
He was the estate-planning 
expert for the 1975 Indiana Tax 
Institute. 
“ One of the things I am 
asked many tim es—I am an 
attorney as well as senior trust 
officer—is ‘What should I have 
done’. Many widows feel their 
experience is unique and it is 
true most of them only go 
through this experience one 
tim e.” 
Sowers said he believes it is 
important for a husband to take 
his 
wife to

bank and 
introduce her to one of the trust 
officers who “can explain to the 
wife what they ordinarily do in 


be more important information 
than where he keeps the bonds 
and stocks.”

when meat counter prices rose 
22 per cent.

Department 
economists say there was a 22 
per cent jump in average meat 
prices between last March and 
October but beef prices have 
been easing since August. 
Further declines appear like­ 
ly during the winter because 
production of high grade grain- 
fed beef is increasing sharply. 
The outlook was reported in a 
department summary circulat­ 
ed today. 
Retail pork prices also have

and

move 
somewhat lower in the months 
ahead,” the report said. The 
economists added that pork will 
remain comparatively high in 
early 1976 because supplies for 
the first half of the year may 
be 10-14 per cent below a year 
earlier.

them 
The agency’s law yers decided 
the commission had jurisdiction 
over the plants, and the agency

d e te r m in e the e x te n t of the 
alleged hazard and what can be 
done about it. 
The petition was submitted

N Y., who suggested 
grow ers and w holesalers stick

Scientists have reported the 
sap from poinsettia plants is 


highly irritating internally and 
c^an cause abdom inal pain with 
nausea and diarrhea. 
The bitter ta s te of the plant

the plant, but a 24-year-old 
Rochester, N Y., child becam e 
extrem ely ill 
from eating

poinsettia plant in 1969 and a 2- 
year-old child reportedly died 
in 1919 in Hawaii after eating 
one.
